the Operetta being yet produced. The entertainments, yesterday even- 
ing, were The Evil Eye, Picturesque, Gretna Green, and Tom Thumb.

The reports of an amicable arrangement having been made by the 
contending parties in the Covent-garden Theatre cause, are falsified 
by the fact of Mr. Harris making an appeal in the House of Lords on 
Monday against the decision of the Court of Chancery.
